On January 31, 1979, a source, who has provided 
reliable information in the past, furnished the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) the following information 
in relation to captioned matter: 


In response to the visit of TENG Hsiao-ping to 
the United States, the Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) 
(See Appendix) planned and implimented a demonstration and 
meeting at Washington, D.C. The meeting began at 10:00 a.m., 
January 29, 1979 at the All Souls Church, 16th and Harvard 
Streets, N.W.s, Washington, D.C. 


In attendance were approximately 300 members of 
the RCP and about 12 members of the Iranian Student Associa- 
tion (See Appendix). The RCP had representatives from many 
cities, including Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, Washington, D.C., Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Atlanta, 
New York-New Jersey area, and Florida.

The following individuals spoke: James 
Laudermilk, Robert Avekian, Carl Dix, and David Matthews. 
Avekian is the Chairman of the RCP and Dix and Matthews 
are leading functionaries in the Baltimore RCP. Laudermilk ‘ 
is a member of the RCP, Washington, D.C. These four 
individuals had met secretly earlier and planned strategy 
for the demonstration, but did not give the details publicly 
to other members. Matthews advised that he was planning a 
very militant demonstration. 


Avekian spoke against TENG and the present PRC 
leadership. The RCP members applauded when the speakers 
talked of revolution and the overthrow of the Capitalist — 
System in the United States. Laudermilk stated that they ie 
were to give TENG "a real militant reception". 


The speeches at the church continued most of the 
day, so as to raise the hysteria of the RCP members, and to 
await darkness so as to make the demonstration more effective. 
Matthews stated that the RCP did not want 10,000 people only 
to march and shout slogans, but preferred 300 militants with 
a real revolutionary communist idealogy so that they could 
bring their message through the media to the American public. 


The march began at 5:00 p.m. and a confrontation ae 


with the U.S. Park Police took place at about 6:00 p.m. at o 
Lafayette Park, Washington, D.C. Many of the RCP members 
carried banners in the march on pieces of wood, which had 
been shaped at one end for use aS a club. Others carried 
banners on round poles that could also be used as clubs. 


Only designated persons of the RCP could have 
cameras with them, so as to eliminate the possibility of 
RCP members having their pictures taken by outsiders. Paul 
Bietilia, Baltimore RCP member, stated he would drive a 
truck with loud speakers during this march. A man known only

It is dedicated to the defense 
of Iranian "political prisoners" and opposed to the Government 
of the Shah of Iran. WCIS is governed by the communist concept 
of "democratic centralism" and supports the National Front, an 
Iranian political party opposed to the Shah's government.

¢ Due to a severe factionalism, the ISA is divided into 
two main factions: the (Marxist) Communist and National Front 
factions. 


The (Marxist) Communist faction is opposed to armed 
struggle and guerrilla activity at the present stage. They 
cling to the orthodox Marxist view that the revolutionary 
consciousness of the peasants and workers must be raised 


before the revolution can succeed. They insist the only way 1 


to revolution is to follow the teachings of Marx, Lenin and 
MAO Tse-tung. They want to build alliances with revolutionary 
groups of other nations to present a broad united front against 
imperialism. 


The National Front faction takes the position of oe 
the necessity of guerrilla warfare and terrorism as the first 8 
phase of the anti-imperialist revolution and calls for this 
type action now. The National Front rejects the concept of 
an international alliance of revolutionaries, arguing that 
their goal is revolution in Iran and the revolution is to be 
uniquely Iranian. . i 


The ISA, with chapters located at various campuses 
in the United States, is composed generally of Iranian aliens 
who have been admitted to the United States as students. They 
are united in their denunciation of the Shah of Iran as a puppet 
of United States imperialism. Activities in the United States 
are primarily confined to demonstrations against the Shah of 
Iran and "United States Imperialism."' Members of the ISA have 
also attacked Iranian diplomats and Iranian facilities in the 
United States.

(See Appendix) and hundreds of their followers held a demonstra— 
tion at the U.S. State Department, 320 2lst Street, N.W., Wash- 
ington, D.C. A march was held in a black ghetto neighborhood 
in the vicinity of T and 6th and 7th Streets, N.W., and speeches 
were made in the Howard Theatre on T & 6th Streets.

Source stated approximately 300 demonstrators were at 
the State Department rally, and the number of demonstrators grew 
constantly. Throughout the day, from 10:00 a.m. until after 
7:00 p.m., many speakers spoke, and each one had as his or her 
central theme, "We must lead a revolution and overthrow the 
Capitalistsby force, by blood, by armed struggle and smash the 
Capitalist State apparatus, and all goods and means of production 
will be taken over by the people." 


At the State Department at least two speakers advised that 
"The Pigs didn't want to give us a permit but we took the issue 
to the people and the Pigs were forced to give us a permit."

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Source advised about 11:30 a.m., the demonstrators 
left the State Department area in cars and buses. Their 
vehicles bore revolutionary slogans on banners. With horns 
blowing, they drove to the Howard Theatre, where they disembarked 
and formed in a marching line. They marched about six-seven 
abreast and with about 130 to 150 rows which equalled about 
1,000 marchers. 


Source stated the leading groups were youth in 
their early teens, about 11 to 13 years of age. Several of 
them carried rifles. The main contingent of marchers were 
the Revolutionary Communist Youth Brigade. All wore red jackets 
and black berets. They were disciplined in their march. The 
remaining groups represented their respective cities. 


Source related that some RCP members came to 
Washington, D.C. about ten days before the demonstration and 
helped the Washington, D.C. RCP members to contact people in 
the neighborhood of the march. They distributed red flags and 
revolutionary literature, and asked the neighborhood people, 
all black, to come to and march in the demonstration. Many 
neighborhood people joined in the march, and hundreds watched. 
There were masses of red flags and revolutionary banners held 
by the marchers. 


Source advised that at 3:00 p.m. the marchers lined 
up go go into the Howard Theatre. Selected RCP members entered 
first and acted as security guards; then the marchers went in. 
All bags and packages were searched. Security guards remained 
in the aisles and at all entrances throughout the entire meeting. 
When Bob Avakain, General Secretary of the RCP, spoke, four 
security guards stood on the stage to protect him. Source stated 
it reminded him of pictures he had seen where Storm Troopers 
were protecting Nazi leaders in Germany. 


Source stated a black man with bushy hair and full 
beard was chairman of this meeting. He was referred to as Karl 
Dix. 


Among the statements Dix said were, "The Capitalists 
are scared of this march because they know we are going to lead 
the people some day to end this blood soaked Capitalist rule once 
and for all. The alternative of living under these Capitalist 
blood suckers is a revolution to overthrow them by force and let 
their blood flow. Comrade Avakain will speak later on how we 
will prepare to make a revolution in this country."

Dix ended his speech saying, "We have a big 
task ahead of us and that is to educate people to overthrow 
the Capitalists by revolutionary force and we, the people, 
will take over." His remarks brought a tremendous ovation 
and applause from the approximately 1,000 people attending. 


Source related a member of the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War stated he and another member had been in the 
U. S. Senate Gallery. They yelled revolutionary slogans and 
threw revolutionary leaflets down onto the Senate floor. 


Source stated four or five speakers spoke prior 
to Avakain, who spoke from 5:30 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. The audience 
had been informed to give Comrade Avakain their undivided 
attention. 


The following are some of the statements Avakain 
made: 


"We are in the period of mass rebellion in which 
we agitate people on the streets and in the factories and 
encourage activities like against the Shah of Iran where he 
was in D.C., and against Tang when he was in D.C. When we 
consider the time is ripe, we will pass from mass rebellion 
to mass armed revolution. Revolution is mandatory, and we've 
got to have it. We will rise up and wipe those Capitalists 
and their lackeys out.'' Tremendous applause. 


"These Capitalist vampires who suck the blood of 
the people had their facist police beat up on a 16-year old 
black youth named Terrance Johnson. And when in the struggle, 
he shot those two bastards dead. It was a great act and a 


fitting reward for them.'' The thousand people present all 
came to their feet and screamed and applauded for about a full 
minute. 


"The Law of profit must be destroyed. The Capitalists 
say they want to bring back the draft. Then they will give us 
guns, and like in Iran, we will turn those guns against them. 

Yes, we will turn these against you Capitalists. We will be 
among the soldiers and revolutionize them to kill their 
‘officers and also the Capitalist owners of large properties. 
You Capitalists, our guns will be just as good as yours. 


"We are living now under wage slavery, and we will 
break our chains and smash them against their Capitalist heads.

"This lousey Capitalist system of over production, 
unemployment in which the people are denied what they fully 
produce will not die by its own accord, but must be killed by 
revolution, and we will become the masters over those blood 
suckers. We will take up guns, take up arms and overthrow 
Capitalism and establish the rule of the working class over 
this predatory beast of Capitalism. 


"This system of winos and dope is the future 
Capitalism and we will tear it down. We will use guns to 
sweep them out of the way and to have a better life for all. 
We must use revolutionary education and activity to do away 
with this garbage under Capitalism and then we will have a 
better life. 


"The Capitalists control the means of production, 
and we must smash their power forever, and this means we will 
smash their discrimination and exploitation.

The central task of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party today, as the Party of the U. S. working 
class; is to build the struggle, class consciousness and 
revolutionary unity of the working class, and develop its 
leadership on a broad united front against the U. S. imperialists... 
This means the masses of workers must rise in arms, forcibly 
smash and dismantle the armed forces and political apparatus 
of the bourgeoisie and create in their place the organs of 
power of the armed working class." 


The Constitution of the RCP states ‘The Revolutionary 
Communist Party takes Marxism-Leninism, MAO Tse-tung thought 

as the theoretical basis guiding its thinking. The basic 
programme ofthe Revolutionary Communist Party is the complete 
overthrow of the bourgeoisié, the establishment of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat in place of the dictatorship 

of the bourgeoisie and the triumph of socialism over capitalism. 
The ultimate aim of the Party is the realization of communism." 


Members of the RU, the predecessor and founder of 
the RCP, have been identified as collecting weapons while 
engaging in firearms and guerrilla warfare training. The RCP 
is headquartered in Maywood, Illinois, and utilizes the same 
mailing address as was utilized by the RU.

The Revolutionary Communist Youth (RCY) is 
the youth group of the Spartacist League (SPL). It was 
formed in September, 1971, and is currently headquartered 
in New York City. It propagandizes the beliefs of the 
SPL among the youth and is the main source of recruitment 
into the SPL. The SPL is a Trotskyist-communist 
organization whose objective is the overthrow of the 
present capitalist system of government in the U. S. and 
the institution of a dictatorship of the working class.

The VVAW, formed in 1967 by Vietnam veterans to 
protest United States involvement in the war in Southeast 
Asia (changed name to VVAW/WSO in 1973 to include: mon-veterans 
as members), has sponsored numerous anti-government demonstra- 
tions, some resulting in violence. The VVAW/WSO National 
Office (NO) and some key chapters are infiltrated and influenced 
by the militant Revolutionary Union (RU) organization, and 
VVAW/WSO leaders have told members that VVAW/WSO is a revolution- 
ary organization, not "just another group of war veterans." 
The current Marxist-Leninist-Maoist oriented NO, which promotes 
education of the membership in Marxist-Leninist-Maoist doctrine 
and directs the organization into political growth along the 
same lines, has at VVAW/WSO National Steering Committee Meetings 


~ (NSCM), in 1974, portrayed VVAW/WSO as a mass anti-inmperialist 


organization and a vanguard of the revolution eventually created 
by the masses. 


VVAW/WSO leaders voted at the December, 1974 NSCM to 
align VVAW/WSO with the RU, which organization follows a strict 
Maoist line desiged to being about violent revolution in the

The Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) in the 
Buffalo Division has chapters in Buffalo and Rochester, New 
York. The organization maintains a Post Office Box in both 
cities for contact purposes and has an office space, called 
Buffalo Workers Center, in Buffalo, New York. The Buffalo 
group uses telephone number (716) 895-6561 and the Rochester 
group uses telephone number (716) 482-6142. Some activities 
are jointly sponsored by the National United Workers Organiza- 
tion (NUYO) and the RCP, 


, 


ORIGIN 


Information was first received in January, 1973, 
regarding a Post Office Box being utilized at that time in 
Rochester, New York, for the Revolutionary Union, which later 
changed its name to the RCP. This was the first apparent 
activity of this organization within the Buffalo Division 
and activity continued through September 28, 1977, at which 
time the case was closed due to the fact that the overall 
objectives of the organization appeared to be legitimate and 
non-violent, thus continued investigation could not be sup- 
ported under the Domestic Security Guidelines. 


Information has been received periodically from 
Buffalo Police Department sources since the time the case 
was closed which indicated that the organization has remained 
active in the Buffalo Division from the time it was closed in - 
September of-1977, until the time investigation was reinstituted 
based on referenced teletype. 
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REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY 


OFFICERS 


Specific identities and titles of officers are not 
known at this time. It should be noted, however, that the 
Post Office Box utilized by the Buffalo chapter and telephone 
number used for contact purposes are both listed to ROBERT 
STAUBER, who has also acted as a public spokesman for the . 
NUWO, ALEXANDER KOCHKIN appears to be a student leader of 
the NUWO at State University of New York at Buffalo (SUNVAE). 
The Post Office Box and telephone number utilized for contact 
purposes in Rochester, New York, are both listed to ALLEN 
GRIECO, 


_ MEMBERSHIP 


Total membership for the RCP, including chapters in 
Buffalo and Rochester, New York, appear to be approximately 20. 
It should be noted that it has been determined on several occa- 
Sions that members travel between the two cities to support 
marches, demonstrations and special events being held, thereby 
making their ranks to appear as large as possible. 


PUBLICATION 


The Upstate New York chapters of the RCP, which 

includes Buffalo and Rochester, continue to utilize a news- 

paper called "The Worker." In the January-February, 1979, 
‘issue, it was announced that beginning with the next issue of 
this paper, its name will be changed to "Revolutionary Worker" 
and "the fact that it is the voice of the Revolutionary Communist 
Party, USA, will be clearly and proudly announced from its 
masthead." 


AIMS AND PURPOSES 


The aims and purposes of the organization have been 
expressed in "The Worker" during the past few years that it 
has been the official publication of the organization in the 
Buffalo Division. It states that "it exists to build the — 
struggle of the working class against the capitalist system 
of exploitation and oppression ... to help develop that struggle 
into a class conscious fight at the head of all the oppressed 
against this system and for its overthrow and replacement by 
Socialism and eventually classless society, Communism.

The RCP is not known to have ties with any other 
organizations other than the NUWO, which it is believed is 
‘being utilized as a front group by RCP, 


FOREIGN INFLUENCE 
None known. 
SUMMARY OF ACTIVITY 


The tone of recent activities which are taking place 
in the RCP in the Buffalo Division is properly set by the 
following statement from the January-February, 1979, issue of 
"The Worker" where the organization is explaining the reason 
it is changing the title of the newspaper to "Revolutionary 
Worker." This statement is as follows: 


"Why add 'Revolutionary' to the name of our 
paper? We aim to make it crystal clear where we're 
coming from. If we were not for the goal of revolu- 
tion, then this paper and this Party would have no 
reason to exist. There are a thousand poverty pimps 
and petty reformers running around preaching about 
how the system can be patched up. Who needs one more? 


"We believe, as Mao Tse Tung said, that we must 
'cast-away illusions and prepare for struggle.' This 
paper will aim to puncture the lies and help peel off 
the illusions that their system encrusts us with. 


"We believe that a thousand events every day show 
the rottenness of this system and the need for revolu- 
tion. We will be on top of then, laying bare the ugly 
hand of Capitalism behind them all and pointing to the 
overall reactionary and death-bound character of this 
system that we need to hasten along to its grave." 
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REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY 


; On February 14, 1979, Source 1, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that during the 
Fall, 1975, term at SUNYAB, a strike took plece involving the 
Bluebird Bus Lines, which company is utilized to transport 
stucents to various parts of the campus. He steted thet the 
RCP was publicly involved in the activities surrounding the 
strike and that on November 13, 1978, ALEXANDER KOCHKIN, be- 
lieved to be a member of this organization, was arrested, 
after he "trashed" one of the Bluebird buses. 

In February, 1979, a leaflet was anonymously mailiec 
to the Buffalo Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigetion 
(FBI) regarding a situation which was taking place at Ford 
Stamping Plant, Hamburg, New York, and which involved an inci- 
dent which had occurred in the plant cafeteria wherein indivi- 
duals identifying themselves as Auto Workers United to Fight 
had gotten up on tables in the cafeteria and tried to encourage 
workers to support overthrow of Capitalism in this country. 
The leaflet states thet "Bob Stauber is a revolutionary commu- 
nist ... he has joined and helped lead the struggles of workers 
with the aim of building the struggle anda unity of the working 
‘Class to overthrow the Capitalist's slave system and establish 
worker's rule, Socialism." On March 29, 1979, FRANK CRONIN, 
Industrial Relations, Ford Stamping Plant, advised SA CHARLES P, 
AHART that the incident referred to in the above leaflet had 
almost caused a major riot in the plant cafeteria because many 
workers were highly incenses that "Communists" would be per- 
mitted to preach in this way on plant premises. CRONIN stated 
that as a result of this incident, STAUBER was disciplined, 
leading him to file charges with the National Labor Relations 
“Board (NLRB) in Buffalo, New York, CRONIN stated thet NLRB 
upheld STAUBER and all disciplinary measures had to be removed 
from tis record. 


On March 1, 1979, Source 2, who has furnished reli- 
able information in the past, furnished a leaflet captioned 
"Youth - Its Right to Rebel" which he stated was distributed 
at four Buffalo area high schools calling on high school students 
to attend a slide show on the "Moody Park Three" which was to be 
held at the Buffalo Workers Center on March 1, 1979. Source 2 
further stated that the rhetoric in this leaflet was quite vio- 
lent in tone and included the following statement as to events 
which had occurred in Houston, Texas, regarding the Moody Park 
incident: "The Revolutionary Communist Youth Brigade contingent, 
all in red jackets, marched past in step. They swung three foot. 
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long wooden sticks in a drill. Many other marchers had thick 
sticks. If the cops attacked, blood would not flow just one way." 
Source 2 advised that this leafleting of Buffalo high schools 

was apparently unsuccessful, as no students are known to heve 
attended the meeting. He stated, however, that Buffalo school 
officials were duly concerned because of the above statement and 
other statements advocating violence which were contained in 

this leaflet and could have the possibility of influencing 
impressionable youths. 


On April 2, 1979, two Special Agents from the Buffalo 
FBI Office attended a Career Day held at the SUNYAP Law School, 
Amherst, New York. After their presentation, ALEXANDER KOCHKIN 
who was known by one of the Special Agents from previous obser- 
vance of photographs of him, crumbled up several of the signs 
advertising the presence of the Agents on the campus and threw 
them to the ground. He behaved in a hostile manner and announced 
in a loud voice that representatives of the FBI were not wel- 
comed on the campus and that in the future, the FBI would cease 
to exist. KOCHKIN continued to follow the Agents as they were 
preparing to leave the Law School Building. Although it was not 
felt that his actions or statements represented a threat, he was 
obviously hostile to the Agents and gave the impression that he 
was attempting to stir up a crowd reaction to their appearance 
on the campus. 


On April 3, 1979, ROBERT STAUBER, representing the 
RCP, and MICHAEL UNDERWOOD, representing the NUWO, appeared on 
the John Otto Show, a night-time talk show on WGP Radio. During 
the course of this show, a discussion arose es to the efficacy 
of police in minority communities. STAUBER stated that the 
police do no good in minority communities and said "there's a 
common expression in the community. It's if you got a problen, 
call a cop, you got two problems." Later in the program, he 
further advised that the Black Panthers in the 60's had referred 
to police as pigs. He stated that they were criticized for this, 
but that they were correct because police are animals and should 
be called pigs. In another part of the program, Mr. OTTO stated 
that the possible success of the RCP would lead to expropriation, 
blood, death, fire and destruction on the day of the great 
Socialist Revolution that they are working for. In commenting 
on this statement, STAUBER advised "the RCP is a party of the 


ae 
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working class. It's a party of revolution. It's a party that 
says that it's inevitable one day that the working people will 
rise up, that there's no way to work it out. I mean there's 
just no amiable terms that we meet the capitalists on." Later 
in the program, in elaborating on the aims and objectives of 

the RCP, STAUBER stated "these conditions of crisis is deepening 
and driving people up against a wall, a little bit ata time, 
but when the thing dropped out in 74 and 75, ane there was a 
whole bunch of us out in the streets, it caused a lot of people 
to question what the hell’ is this system about, it's gonna throw 
us out in the street when they can't make money, and the wey 

it comes down on minority peoples I think we can see in a real 
big way and I believe that one thing that we have said is the 
80's is gonna bring forth hellified rebellion in this country." 


On April 6, 1979, Source 2 advised that on April ae 
1979, MICHAEL UNDERWOOD, MICHAEL STEIN and GARY JANIGA were 
arrested at Ford Stamping Plant, Hamburg, New York, following 
an incident which occurred wherein they were distributing 
leaflets on behalf of the National United Workers Organization 
at the plant. When asked to stop blocking entrances to the 
plant, the three individuals entered their vehicle and proceeded 
to strike two plant security guards with the vehicle as they 
were leaving the premises. The three individuals were arrested 
on a variety of charges, including Wreckless Endangerment and 
Criminal Trespass. Interviewed by the "Buffalo Evening News"on 
April 14, 1979, MICHAEL UNDERWOOD stated that he and his two 
companions were representing the NUWO, which group is aligned 
with the RCP.

‘incident turned into a rock-throwing, lead pipe-wielding 


melee that left three individuals injured. 


DEISE further advised that the quarrel began between 
the UAW members and the RCP members shortly after 3:00 p.m., 
where Communist Party members were selling copies of their 
weekly newspaper known as, "The Revolutionary Worker," to 
Ford employees entering and leaving the plant at shift change 
around 3:00 p.m. DEISE stated that about a‘half dozen men 
wearing United Auto Workers (UAW) shirts who were unidentified 
approached the group. members of the RCP standing at Gate 12 
and told them to leave. 


DEISE advised that several UAW members began pushing 
the RCP members and attempted to tear down a banner they were 
holding that read: "Down With The System of Wage Slavery."

On 7/20/79, Mr. THOMAS A. DEISE, Chief of Police, 
Brook Park Police Department, 17401 Holland Road, Brook 
Park, Ohio (protect identity by request), advised that 
a Ford employee, Mr. THOMAS SHEHEE, 14128 Courtland, 
Cleveland, Ohio, phone 251-8896, was cleaning the casting 
plant administrative offices, which are part of the Ford 
Motor Company in Brook Park on the morning of 7/20/79 at 
approximately a little after 12:00 Midnight. DEISE stated 
that SHEHEE, the Ford Motor employee who was cleaning, 
came to a second floor area of the Casting Plant Office 
which was. in the Room 207 vicinity. DEISE mentioned that 
he observed a white female entering the mail/duplicating 
room in the Casting Plant. DEISE said SHEHEE observed three 
people in front of the xerox machine in the Casting Plant 
office.

On 7/20/79, Mr. EMMETT J. MATHEWS, Shift Supervisor, 
Plant Security, Ford Motor Company, Engine Plant #2, 18300 Five 
Points Road, Brook Park, Ohio, (protect identity by request), 
advised that Ford Motor cleaning employee TOM SHEHEE, 
14128 Courtland, Cleveland, Ohio, was cleaning the Casting 
Plant Administration Building, which is part of Ford Motor, 
on Friday morning, July 20, 1979, a little after midnight, 
when. he was assaulted by three unidentified RCP members, 
two males and one female. MATHEWS stated that SHEHEE dis- 
covered the three people standing in front of the xerox 
machine in the building and when asked why they were there, 
was told by one of the unidentified males to "fuck himself 
and Ford Motor also". “te, 


MATHEWS said that he was then beaten up by the two 
males, lost his false teeth, and suffered a bloody nose. 
MATHEWS mentioned that SHEHEE claims that he was slashed 
with a knife on the wrist and stomach, but that the Brook 
Park PD report does not mention the use of a knife or slash 
marks. MATHEWS mentioned that the three unidentified RCP 
members fled the premises after assaulting SHEHEE and after 
throwing machine and office equipment around the room. MATHEWS 
mentioned that SHEHEE observed the three unidentified persons 
entering the stairwell at the north end of the office area 
in the Casting Plant building and that this was the last time 
SHEHEE saw the three people. MATHEWS mentioned that Security

Dear Mr. Scott: 


To confirm our conversation of August 20, I am enclosing Polaroid shots of the 
poster that was affixed to our manufacturing facilities on 362 Jones Avenue. 
The posters were put on the face of the building August 16 and have since been 
removed. During the months of April and May we had a major strike, the first 
work stoppage our company experienced in its 54 year history. During the 6 
week strike we observed a number of incidents; bomb threats, arson attempts 
and a discharge of a firearm. 


There appeared to be a splinter group outside of the union, that was publi- 
sizing and distributing hate letters printed on mimeograph sheets that was 

both anti-union as well as anti-company. The first evidence that the revolu- 
tionist Communist party was active in our neighborhood was the- over use of 
poster idealising this incidious group. They appear to be interested in raising 
funds as well as creating unrest when opportunity presents itself. For your 
information, the telephone number that appears on the poster is an Atlanta 
number 755-1811. It is very probable that one or more of our employees could 

be a member of this organization. If you, at any time, have access to a member- 
ship roster, I would appreciate being advised. 


If any further incidents occur, I will keep you posted.

Another irony, and exposure of the 
nature of “capitalist justice" 
defense attormeys put forward < 
moticn during the second set of 
arraiagnments that the two groups of 
defendants be consolidated so that 
there would be one trial. Abrecht 
objected, “The government opposes 
the consolidation. There would be a 
hardship, a great confusion of 
issues." Yet after the warning from 
the Tudge about the arbiguity of the 
indictments, Abrecht went back to the 
Grand Jury and now it appears that 
ALL the defendants will be charaed 
with ALL the felonies. That takes 
care of the “great confusion of 
issves* that Abrecht was complaining 
about. 

Not since the days of the trials of 
the Black Panther Party a decade ago 
has there been a politics! attack of 
this scale on a revolutionary organi- 
zation. 

Not since those days have the top 
honchos in the U.S. government become 
so directly involved in what is 
obviously a political trial. They've 
flagrantly ignored their own laws, 
lied and blatantly dispensed with the 
normal trappings of justice. 

The sharpest example of this is how 
the government has singled out Bob 
Avakian, RCP Chairman, from the 
Start. After the arrest others got 
their bail reduced- his remainea 
at $10,000, At his bail hearing. 
the L.A. made a speech vowing to 
nail hin. Not to be outdone. the 
Judge points out that Bob Avakian 
is a revolutionary leader and says 
“revolutionary leaders usually flee 
to Aigeria..." The Jedge said that 
the bail should really be much 
higher if it were up to hir.

“Throughout the cross-examination 
the prosecution tries to link the 
Embassy Five with the demonstration 
on January 29. 

“Were you at the demonstration 
on January 29th?" 

"No, I was in jail,* said Nelson. 

"You knew that people threw lead 
Binkers on the 29th of January?" 

Here was Collins turning reality 
on its head as the January 29th 
demonstration was viciously attacked 
by the police. Within this twist- 
ing of reality. the government's 
planned railroad of the 17 was out 
in the open for all to see. 

The judge sentenced the four men 
to two years probation for the 
felony charge of destruction of 
the property of a foreign govern- 
ment. (One of the five was not on 
trial for this charge since his 
name was left off the indictment 
by an oversight.) Also, one of 
the men was given a three-month 
Suspended sentence for possession 
of a pistol without a liscence, 
plus three years probation for the 
possessions charge. He will serve 
the two probation charges concur- 
rently. 

As we left the courtroom we were 
angry about the guilty verdict as 
well as the long probation periods. 

But these men had originally faced 
seven felony charges, six of them 
trumped-up, totalling a maximum of 
25 years in jail. (See committee 
newsletter #2 for more details. ) 

The other six charges had been dropped 
in pre-trial hearings as defense 
lawyers ruthlessly uncovered bumed 
evidence, erased tapes and lying gov. 
witnesses. There was no jury present 
at these pre-trial hearings. 

The jury in August was faced with 
the task of “rising above the law" 
as each of the men admitted to their 
action at the Embassy, though it was 
referred to again and again as a 
political statement. But sharp strug- 
Qle was waged in the courtroom. As one 
of the defense lawyers said in his 
closing statement: 

“ "What was important, was not the ~ 
shattering of glass but the betrayal 
of Mao Tsetung. What is $800 damage 
compared to the hopes of 800 millian 
people? I urge you not to tell them 
to go somewhere else - not to quench 
the fire ~ it's right to rebel!

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REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY 


On September 7, 1979, BU T-2 advised that RCP N 
National Chairman ROBERT AVAKIAN gave a speech in Buffalo, 
New York, on the evening of August 31, 1979, before approxi- 
mately 50 to 60 members and supporters of the RCP at 
Kleinhans Music Hall. Source stated that the evening 
started approximately one hour late at 9:00 PM with a greeting 
by local RCP Leader ROBERT STAUBER. This was followed by two 
revolutionary poetry readings which were conducted by local 
Buffalo, New York supporters of the RCP. Following this were 
several short testimonials regarding the need for revolution 
which were also given by-.local individuals. There was then 
a pitch made for money for the RCP Million Dollar Fund Drive 
to pay for legal expenses which are being incurred by AVAKI‘N 
and other RCP members in connection with their arrests in 
Washington, D.C. After this, AVAKIAN was introduced by local 
RCP member DAVID NOLL, and he began his speech at approximately 
9:30 PM. 


The source further advised that AVAKIAN spoke about 
the trial which is taking place in Washington, D.C. in which 
case he and other RCP members have been held in contempt of 
court. He advised that they have been manacled behind closed 
doors and the "pigs" beat them before they go into the court 
room and threaten them with further beatings if they report 
this information. AVAKIAN mentioned that they were held in 
contempt for wearing T-shirts to court, but they found this 
to be amusing and ironic, inasmuch as the Judge is allowed to 
wear a dress. Source advised that this brought great laughter 
and cheering from those in attendance at the speech, 


Source advised that AVAKIAN's speech was generously 
laced with cursing and obscenities and was highly critical of 
organized religion. He mentioned that people should not spend 
money on revival tents and church as there is no God or here- 
after. He stated that peoples' money should go to promote 
revolution and that this would be the salvation of the country. 

In referring to the alleged violence which occurred in Washington, 
D.C., AVAKIAN blamed the "pigs" and said "violence begets 
violence." AVAKIAN made many references to the period of the 
late 1960's and the violence that was occurring during that time

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in the schools and universities. He called for a returm to 
the activities of that era and said that schools and libraries 
should be burned down because they are not teaching the need 
for revolution in the country. AVAKIAN made mention of 
ELDRIDGE CLEAVER and the fact that he had been a hero of 

that earlier period but has now become a traitor to the cause. 


The source advised that security for this speech was 
very tight and that everyone who entered the hall was subjected 
to a body frisk which was done by use of a metal detector. 
Source stated that a female conducted this search and was not 
believed to be one of the local members of the RCP. Source 
further advised that AVAKIAN was accompanied by two large 
males who appeared to be body guards. He was also accompanied 
by a white female who sat on the stage with him and appeared 
to be either his wife or girlfriend. 


Source further advised that a reception was held 
for AVAKIAN following the speech which was to be at the 
Buffalo Area Workers Center, 1131 Broadway, Buffalo, New York. 

“On September 11, 1979, BU T-1 advised that approxi- 
mately 14 or 15 vehicles were observed in the parking lot at 
Kleinhans Music Hall on the evening of AVAKIAN's speech. He 
stated that vehicles listed to the following known members 
of the RCP in Buffalo, New York, were observed:

The RU, a militant semi- 
covert Marxist-Leninist revolutionary organization , 
ideologically oriented towards the People's Repbulic of 
China and the teachings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung, had 
as one of its main objectives, the founding of the RCF, 
and with the announcement of the formation of the RCP, the 
RU, as an organization, dissolved. Membership in the RCP is 
composed primarily of individuals who had previously been 
members of the RU. 


The RCP has published a booklet entitled "Programme 
and Constitution of the Revolutionary Communist Party, USA." 
This booklet states "The programme is both a declaration of 
war on the ruling class and a battle plan for the working 
class of this country. The central task of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party today, as the Party of the U. S. working 
class, is to build the struggle, class consciousness and 
revolutionary unity of the working class, and develop its 
leadership on a broad united front against the U. S. imperialists... 
This means the masses of workers must rise in arms, forcibly | 
smash and dismantle the armed forces and political apparatus 
of the bourgeoisie and create in their place the organs of 
power of the armed working class." 


The Constitution of the RCP states "The Revolutionary 
Communist Party takes Marxism-Leninism, MAO Tse-tung thought 
as the theoretical basis guiding its thinking. The basic 
programme ofthe Revolutionary Communist Party is the complete 
overthrow of the bourgeoisié, the establishment of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat in place of the dictatorship 
- of the bourgeoisie and the triumph of socialism over capitalism. 
_ The ultimate aim of the Party is the realization of communism." 


Members of the RU, the predecessor and founder of 
the RCP, have been identified as collecting weapons while 
engaging in firearms and guerrilla warfare training. The RCP 
is headquartered in Maywood, Illinois, and utilizes the same 
mailing address as was utilized by the RU.

BH T-2 furnished the following information on 
October 8, 1979: 


The RCP held a meeting at Miles College Student 
Union Building on October 6, 1979. The purpose of this 
meeting was to announce to the members present plans to 
make the RCP publiciv known.. Speakers at the meeting in- 
cluded members Wayne Webb, Bobbi Righi, and Joshua Gould. 
Webb spoke on the government's actions against the RCP 
Chairman Bob Avakian, terming the government action as 
“a vicious attempt to destroy anyone that is against the 
crookedness of the governmental System." He often referred 
to the government by using profane words and the flag as 
a red, white and blue rag, which symbolized the blood of 
the people that were against its warped ideals.

On October 8, 1979, BH T-l advised that some 
150 people were in attendance at a Revolutionary Communist 
Party (RCP) meeting at Miles College, Birmingham, Alabama, 
on October 6, 1979. This meeting was planned with the 
anticipation of attendance of Bob Avakian, Secretary General 
.Of the Revolutionary Communist Party; however, he failed 
to show up. Local members identified at this meeting were 
Joshua Gould, Bobbi Righi, Janet Gould, and Wayne Webb. 
The purpose of this meeting was to: announce plans to make 
the RCP publicly known. *) 

On October 30, 1979, BH T-1 advised that two 
black male RCP members were at the Alpha Kappa Alpha Sorority 
at the University of Alabama in Birmingham (UAB) on Octo- 
ber 19, 1979. They attempted to enter the party held by 
the sorority but were refused admittance. Both were previously 
observed at the RCP meeting at Miles College in Birmingham, 
Alabama, on October 6, 1979. These individuals were apparently 
attempting to solicit membership for the RCP and during 
the course of their conversation, they recognized two black 
Males in attendance at the sorority party who had previously 
been observed at an RCP meeting. They questioned these 
individuals who appeared to be belligerent. In the course 
of their conversations with these two party attendees, 
they revealed that they were carrying revolvers and exhibited 
them aS an apparent threat.

On November 4, 1979, BH T-1 advised that the 
RCP in Birmingham, Alabama, was apparently making an attempt 
in organizing a Revolutionary Youth Brigade, which is a 
branch of the RCP among students and faculty members at 
the UAB campus. As yet this group has no united organization, 
and potential student members are afraid to publicly organize 
because of UAB policies. Iranian students at UAB appear 
to be interested in the philosophy of the RCP; however, 
they refused to accept leadership of the Birmingham chapter. 
These students meet at various times as an interested group, 
and on occasion, attend RCP sponsored meetings. *@ 


On November 15, 1979, BH T-1 advised that an RCP 
meeting was held on November 11, 1979, at the UAB campus 
and was sponsored by the "Committee to Free the Mao Tse- 
tung Defendants." A film was shown entitled "Breaking 
With Old Ideas," which is a revolutionary type Mao Tse- 
tung film. Some 15 people were present at this meeting, 
including two Iranians. Those identified at the meeting 
were Joshua Gould, Bobbi Righi, Wanda Williams, and Andrea 
Himes. 


The two Iranian students attending this meeting 
were very vocal in their anger with the United States and 
its citizens. Their anger was specifically voiced toward 
United States citizens who "rioted on the Iranian students 

"in Texas last week." The Iranians viewed this as an act 
of harassment by the United States and its "paid people." 
According to these Iranians, if these actions continue 
to occur, they may have to revert to actions similar to 
those in Iran. One of the Iranians whom BH T-1 observed 
on Channel 13, local television news, a week earlier made 
the statement, "We may have to grab one of the big-wheeled 
bastards around here." On November 16, 1979, BH T-1 identi- 
fied this individual as Hassein Mortazavi, who is a doctor 
or dentist engaged in studying at the UAB. The two Iranians 
called ‘themselves members of the Union of Revolutionary 
Iranian Communist.

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The enclosed LHM reports continued activity along 
the same lines as has been previously reported by Buffalo, 
in that the RCP has recently become involved in the turmoil 
regarding the Iranian situation and has been responsible for 
the burning of an American flag at the U.S. Federal Building 
in Buffalo, New York, and also an incident involving spray 


' painting of a slogan on the walls of the Federal Building. 


The 8/17/79 issue of "The Revolutionary Worker," 
which was distributed in Buffalo, New York, contained an 
article captioned, "A Bad Day for the FBI - A Good Day for 
the People," which recounted the incidents which occurred 
on 8/9/79 wherein two FBI Special Agents were shot and 
killed in El Centro, California, and one in Cleveland, Ohio. 
This article, which has been reproduced for the enclosed LHM, 
shows the total disregard the RCP has for anyone representing 
law enforcement or good order in society. The tone of the 
article, applauding the shooting incidents which had occurred 
and the inflamatory rhetoric regarding the work of the FBI, 
again is indicative of the violent nature of the RCP. 


Since the RCP case was reopened in January, 1979, 
the activities of the organization in Buffalo, New York, 
have continually shown a violent nature of this organization 
and they have been involved locally on a number of occasions 
in violence, both against local officials and committed 
against U.S. Federal property. Buffalo is of the opinion 
that the activities of the RCP do fall within the Attorney 
General's guidelines for Domestic Security investigations 
and recommends that investigation be continued.

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In an RCP meeting on 11/15/79, Iranian students 
appeared at the meeting voicing anger at United States citizens. 
who “rioted on the Iranian students in Texas last week." 

Those Iranians present at this meeting viewed this as an 
act of harassment by the United States and its "paid people." 
As a result of these actions, the spokesman for the Iranians 
present indicated similar actions by Iranian students in 
Iran. One particular statement made by one of the Iranians 

: in association with the RCP meeting was "we may have to grab 
one of the big wheel bastards around here." This individual 
was identified as HASSEIN MORTAZAVI who is a doctor attending 
a post graduate course at the University of Alabama, Birmingham 
Medical School. This individual has appeared on local tele- 
vision news voicing Support of the Iranian student takeover 
of the American Embassy in Tehran. In addition, he has admitted 
in private conversation that his brother is one of the hostage 
takers in Iran.

In previous LHM submitted to the Bureau, two prominent 
members of the RCP Chapter in Birmingham, Alabama were arrested 
on local charges of obstructing traffic on a busy street 
while selling newspapers. These members were JANET GOULD 
and BOBBI RIGHI. GOULD was also previously arrested in Washington, 
D. ae and charged with assaulting a police officer. 


Referenced Birmingham LHM reflecting the use of 
weapons for intimidation and rhetoric which implies a general 
threat would indicate the violent nature of the RCP in the 
Birmingham Division. Since re-opening the RCP investigation 
in the Birmingham Division, the RCP has escalated the frequency 
and intensity of its activities. This escalation is evidenced 
by exhibiting of weapons, intimidation of persons attending 
meetings, its advocacy of violence, joint meetings with Iranian 
Nationals, and support of the taking of American officials 
as hostages in Iran in violation of International Law. 
Birmingham is of the opinion that the activities of the RCP 
are subject to continued investigative scrutiny and that 
these activities are within the purview of the Attorney General's 
guidelines for Domestic Security investigations. It is, 
therefore, recommended that the investigation be continued.

people in this world are forced to live on less than 300 dollars a year! It’s the 
people on the bottom of this world and on the bottom right inside these 
mighty powers who really don’t have any share or stake in this, who are vic- 
tims of it, and who can and must put a stop to this madness. 

Already in this country and in every part of the world, thousands and 
millions of people are protesting against the threat of nuclear war. But mostly 
the people protesting right now are from the middle classes. Most of them are 
for real in crying out against such a war (and in many cases, against other 
outrages and injustices too) but they still feel like they have a little too much 
to lose to put everything on the line to prevent such a war. That may sound 
funny...but that’s how it is, and left on their own these people 
won’t—can’t—do what is necessary to really stop this war. Which is why 
things can’t be left up to them. They have to be shown the way and to be 
pushed and pulled along by those millions on the bottom, the ones who have 
nothing to lose anyway and who, by coming together around a common pro- 
gram, can be the solid core of a revolutionary struggle—the one kind of 
struggle that can really change (and maybe literally save) the world. 

A lot of people might say this isn’t going to happen — there isn’t going to 
be any revolution, at least not in this country: nobody’s going to 
overthrow this monster, powerful as it is. But millions of “‘nobodies’’ just 
might, and in any case at some point there is going to be a serious fight to 
do just that. We know because we are right now doing the political work to 
prepare to do that, as soon as the opportunity opens, as soon as the situation 

. is ripe enough and there is a crack that a revolutionary mass uprising can 
‘blast through and become a war to overthrow this regime and establish a 


+ revolutionary one. We firmly believe that we can master the military theory - 


and when that opportunity comes it will be possible to directly tackle the 
military tactics that will be involved, and right now it is crucial to strengthen 
the political basis for revolution. This leaflet is one part of that political 
work; at the same time as you’re reading this, people all over this country are

also getting copies of it—because of the leadership and coordination given by 
our party. Think about that in terms of building the political and organiza- 
tional foundation for a revolution. And beyond that, our party is joined with 
the Revolutionary Internationalist Movement (RIM), made up of parties and 
organizations all over the world that are either already waging revolutionary 
war—like the guerrilla forces in Peru called the ‘‘Sendero Luminoso’’ (or 
‘*Shining Path’’) in the media—or are building up the basis to wage such a 
war as soon as possible. 

So there is a vanguard for the revolution—a revolution that fights ail 
imperialists and reactionary butchers—in this country and internationally. 
And that vanguard has a political program that can guide the revolutionary 
struggle and illuminate the way to a new society and a new world without the 
exploitation, oppression, degradation, wars of plunder and dog-eat-dog 
values that are ‘‘normal life’’ under this system and that destroy, suffocate, 
or pervert everything creative and uplifting. But that vanguard and that pro- 
gram by themselves are not enough. For revolution to succeed, those whose 
interests lie in springing society into the air and changing this whole world 
from bottom to top must take political action in unity with that vanguard 
and that program to lay the basis for the revolutionary uprising and revolu- 
tionary war—yes, right in this country. To win a revolution you not only 
must have those whose life is lived in a poverty-stricken reality; you also have 
to get some others not quite so bad off but basically dissatisfied—and there is 
plenty to be dissatisfied about, including +". at least not to fight against you. 
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Again, we have the program that holds the basis for that—we can take steps 
to answer their deeply felt concerns, steps the present system cannot take, ex- 
actly because we are not bankers & international investors with a system of 
money-making and a position on top of the world to protect at all costs. But 
to prepare the ground, politically, for revolution, to influence millions of 
people toward revolution now, and be able to win them over once the revolu- 
tion actually jumps off and is in progress—that requires people, most of all 
people on the bottom with nothing to lose and a world to win, to take to the 
streets and other arenas of political struggle now, down with an all-the-way- 
revolutionary program. 

A lot is up—and that’s a good thing. There’s no good reason and no 
good excuse for going along with this shit and the Zombies who are. This is a 
time to raise hell everywhere and don’t stop. Already people are in motion 
toward a day next spring when all over the country in many different ways it 
will be made clear that NO BUSINESS AS USUAL will be allowed. People 
will come forward from everywhere around the unified slogan: ‘“‘They won’t 
listen to reason, they won’t be bound by votes. The governments must be 
stopped from launching World War 3—no matter what it takes.’’ On that 
day it could make a world of difference if those most victimized by this 
madness make their words and deeds felt so powerfully that they can’t be ig- 
nored. That day especially—and every day—must be seized to get ready for 
revolution. 

Get down with the party and the RIM: become part of the organized 
revolutionary movement actively preparing the ground for a revolution 
here in unity with revolutionary struggle throughout the world; get revolu- 
tionary training and learn to see and act on every event and every question 
in terms of how it fits into the preparation for that revolution here and its 
advance worldwide. We are the future and we, not the bomb—and not 
those who have their fingers poised above the button—will have the last
